Reven- 
truths of the L xua .iau pupulation are 
agriculturist-. Agriculture is. therefore, 
the national industry, and must remain 
so. But being spread over a vast portiuu 
of the Amertcau coutinnnt, from Atlan¬ 
tic to Pacific, It Is *«• isolated ia parts, 
placed amid so grant a variety of climate, 
•••il. fmiiiti.-. for transportation, market 
requirements and market advantages, as 
to need goTeroment stimulus. In Can¬ 
ada this government aid follows three 
(Batioct lines of action: 

(1.) Kcicntifie research and experiment 
by proce««e* f*r too expensive nnd ex¬ 
tensive for the individual farmer. 

t2-l The application iu every day farm¬ 
ing -*f the fsrjla and principles so estab¬ 
lished by research and experiment. 

t3.) Tie securing of the beat transport 
facilities, *o sa to minimise cost of tran¬ 
sit and enable the farmer to market 
his produce in the lest possible condi¬ 
tion. 

Another most successful means of edu¬ 
cating the farmer has be«n the institu¬ 
tion of dairy stations as centres of organ¬ 
ised work of dairy instruction. Here 
the great object has been to reach every 
farmer individually, and get him *o see 
with his Own eye# bow much more mon- 
cy he ran make If he will carry on his 
business on sound co-operative principles, 
•’em down your cost of productiou. and 
don't always he dreaming of raising the 
market price by any other mean* than 
improving the quality of your produce.'* 
This ia the .conomic principle which Pro- 
fe»*<ir Robertson ia always seeking to 
drive home. Through throe dairy stations 
lo every roruer of Canada be and hts 
staff of assistants are introducing co¬ 
operative methods of dairying where 
these were unknown; they are establish¬ 
ing winter hotter making in factories; 
and they are irrelling up the general 
Quality of the daily products of all the 
province*. 

Take Prince Edward Island—*the gar¬ 
den of Canada"—a* an Illustration of 
what has l»een done. No section of 
Canaoa haa finer pasture* and greater 
natural advantage* for dairying. Yet 
the industry was stagnant and in bad 
favor among the farmers. The dairy 
commissioner went boldly iu and took 
complete charge of the wo.k of ch.-ese 
rnnklog and butte* making in the fac¬ 
tories as they were meted by the peo- 
plo. In 1NB2 tjirre was one factory, 
i» 1996 there were 1L t«»-day there are 
nearly 40: and do province haa a higher 
proportion uf cheese of the best quality. 
Note, too, that, having initiated these 
new methods, the treasury of the Dom¬ 
inion has been recompensed for all it 
has spent, and a* the industry ta well 
art upon Ita feet, it b left to the farmer* 
them selves and the enterprise of huai- 
neaa men. 

By snch method* aa th>ae Canadlar 
cheeae have been plaeed in the very 
front rank among imported cheeae In 
British markets.
